Anradjourned special general meeting of the shareholders was held at 

the Geonge and Vulture Tavern, on Tuesday, the 26th inst. 
Samvuen Gwyn, Esqy, in the'chair. 

The advertisement’ having been read, the secretary submitted. the 

weekly report, which gave a very favourable account of the mine. 

Mr. Buvcx said, he had again to draw the attention of the meeting to 
the subject of the committee’s report; he trusted they would this day 

proceed with the business before them, as it must be known to all, that 
whilst they were disputing about the subject of the direction, the mine 
was being neglected and their property destroyed ; he would suggest that 
Dr. Campbell’s report could not be read, as it was not regular, but that 
the report of the committee should be confirmed, and the several regula- 
tiony recommended, taken seriatim, subject to free discussion and altera- 
tion, as the meeting might see fit, either from Dr. Campbell’s, or from 
any suggestion that might be offered ; neither one of the reports could be 
adopted in a lump, and he would advise that the committee’s be taken 
seriatim, subject to any alteration. 

Dr. CampBBLL said, he was glad “to see Mr. Bluck had altered his 
opinion ; at the last meeting he wished the committee’s report to be 
adopted ‘‘ in alump.”” He was much surprised that Mr. Bluck should 
say his report ought not to be taken, because it-was irregular. Itwas net 
irregular—it was moved as an amendment upon that of the committee, 
and was as much entitled to consideration as theirs. He could not per- 
form his duty with regard to it by moving mere amendments on the indi-: 
vidual resolutions ; their report was so objectionable as a whole, that he 
could only meet it by framing another in opposition. Mr. Bluck had 
said, “‘ Don’t stultify your proceedings by refusing to adopt this report.” 
Now, he said, don’t stultify yourselves by accepting it. It was made sub- 
ject to alteration ; and now when such alterations were proposed, the 
committee spurned them, and said they were not regular. One great rea- 
son why he wished their report to be revised was, that it was not unani- 
mous; the committee could not agree on some of the most important 
points, so, in fact, as it bore the signature of only one individual, it could 
be considered as his report alone—it was graced with the name of 
‘*Thomas Henry Bluck.’’ This document was, therefore, no re; of 
the committee, and not entitled te that confidence which it otherwise 
would have been, The power that it arrogated to the directors: was 
greater than had ever before been thought of ; and the power that was left 
with the shareholders was nothing at all: and what. was the first motive 
that instigated the formation of this committee? Was it not that the 
former directors exercised too much authority? He felt sure that the 
composer of these regulations had an eye to the ‘ sweets’’ of office, 
He thought it would be best to approve the reports, and then have 
them taken seriatim,_and the best adopted. He wished to see them both 
fairly dealt with. 

Mr. Buvcx said, Dr. Campbell had not confined himself to the truth ; 
although some of the members would not sign the report, the majority 
agreed to it, and authorised him, as chairman of the committee, to sign 
it on behalf of the whole body ; he did it also with the approval of Mr. 
Barclay, chairman of the meeting of shareholders. If he then signed it 
with the approval of the majority of the members of the comniittee, it 
was as valid as if signed by every individual member; the minority 
ought, in all cases, to bow to the majority; and he thought it highly dis- 
honourabie of them, when they found they were in the minority, to. dis- 
close all the proceedings of which they were cognizant. There had been 
much said on the subject of salary; now he would give them a proof that 
this report was not entitled to less confidence than it would have been 
had it been signed by all—one member said, that if his own ‘ crotchet ”’ 
was not adopted, he would not sign the report : now, what was the effect 
of this ‘‘ crotchet?’’ it was, ‘‘ that each director should have 55/. per 
annum, and only meet once a month.’’ Now, this was so monstrous, that 
they at once repudiated it. He should wish to know if the report would 
have been entitled to greater confidence had the committee agreed to such 
a proposition? He did not say that the proprietors would ‘“ stultify ”’ 
their proceedings if they did not accept the report; but that they would 
‘* stultify ’ themselves, if, having first accepted it, and ordered it to be 
entered on the books, they shuuld, when called together for confirmation, 
rejectit. He thought it ridiculous of Dr. Campbell to talk about arrogating 
power, when he himself had for six months withstood the wishes of the 
shareholders to the utmost. He who had all along acted upon his own 
authority, to talk about “‘ arrogating power.’”’ However, he would ad- 
vise that the regulations be at once taken seriatim. He had taken the 
pains to examine minutely Dr. Campbell’s report, and it appeared to him 
nothing more than ‘‘ moonshine.”’ 

Mr. ConeEN said that the committee’s report had Mr. Bluck’s name 
appended to it because he was unanimously chosen their chairman—and 
well did he fill the office. It was from his talents and his exertions that 
the company would derive the benefit of these regulations ; he thought it 
too bad that Dr. Campbell should impeach the soundness of the report, 

because it was not signed by all. Mr. Bluck had signed it on his own 
part and that of the committee, a majority having authorised him so 
to do. Was it, he would ask, fair and honourable that Dr. Campbell, 

having ready access to the report of the committee, should, after carefully 
perusing it, then framé another of his own, having for his: guide that of 
the committee. He (Dr. C.) did not express his dissatisfaction with the 
original report prepared, but on the contrary, authorised, with other 

members, the chairman to affix his name thereto, as did Mr. Devonshire, 

whose support had been secretly obtained—he hoped the meeting would 

negative the report of Dr. Campbell, and act with unanimity in supporting 

the committee’s. 

It was hereupon determined that the resolution and amendment of the 

last meeting should be read ; which having been done, the resolution that 

the committee’s report be adopted, and the amendment, that Dr. Camp- 

bell’s be received, were then severally put. On the amendment being 

put, sixteen were found in favour, and twenty-seven against. Mr. Dr- 

vonsuire then demanded a ballot, as he thought a mere show of hands 

was no proof. 

Mr. Murpny said, he could now plainly see that it was a factious op- 

position opposed to the interests of the company, created by the directors 

who were about to retire. In order to get the management restored to 

their own hands, meetings after meetings were held, having only for their 

object to delay the progress they should otherwise have made, while their 

property was being utterly destroyed. He, for one, would no longer 

submit to be ‘“‘ humbugged ”’ out of his property—if that party did not 

consider this a meeting of the shareholders of the company, he should like 

to know in what a meeting of shareholders consisted. He would ask 

them, if they (the directors) would have acted thus, had the amendment 

been carried, that the report of Dr. Campbell should be received. 

Mr. Buuex said, that the directors who were loath to do any good 

to the coneern, seemed determined to do some evil; he referred them to 

the condition of the Roche Rock mine, and adverted to the bad feeling 

against this company, on account of their having the same directors as 

in that company, the same office, and secretary. He would move as an 

amendment on the original resolution, “ That the regulations recom- 

mended by the committee be now taken seriatim,’” 

Dr. CampsBe.t spoke at considerable length against the ¢ which 
had been made against the directors by Mr Bluck, for having brought 
discredit on the company; he thought the best proof that nothing 
could in reality be established against the board of directors was, that no 
charge had been made by the committee in their report, although great 
pains had been taken in drawing up that document.

Mr. Hearnorn frankly confessed to the meeting that he had not, nor 
would he contribute one shilling to be swallowed up by Mr. Malachy; 
and he wished to know if the company stood in a worse position by hia 
withholding the payment of his 50/., which would have gone like the rest 
— if it was for the benefit of the mine he would willingly do so, which 
indeed, would be but his duty. 
This produced an animated conversation, in which some angry words 
passed between the parties, Mr. Sanxwssury delivering to the solicitor, 
as representing the directors, a protest, holding responsible the concoctors 
of the adventure. 

A Swarenovper inquired, why the directors had not forfeited the 
shares in default ; he felt confident many would have paid had they been 
pressed, upon which Mr. Muapuy declared, that not one-half would have 
paid, had he not gone round to his friends and pressed them to do so. 
The Cuairman again recalled the meeting to the object set forth in the 
advertisement, and begged to say, that if a subscription was raised to pro- 
secute the workings of the mine, he would willingly contribute his 501 
or 60/., as it was his firm belief that some valuable property was in their 
possession, and which, if they abandoned, would fall into other hands, 
In answer to the question, why the shares in default had not been for- 
feited ? he believed one circumstance influenced them in not taking that 
course ; there were 1500 shares unpaid upon, and they could not forfeit 
those without Mr. Malachy’s, whose number was 1100; and by not for- 
feiting his shares, they were in hopes that he would eventually pay, as 
even half would have been sufficient to work the mine until something 
should turn up valuable, of which they were in daily expectation.

being made. 

Mr. RawtinGs. remarked, thatzhe"never saw anything ‘in the conduct 
of Mr. Malachy that should induce the shareholders to treat him with any 
degree of lenity—had they any mercy to bestow, it was more advisable to 
do so to those who most needed it—but, in his opinion, the sooner the 
y got rid of him the better. 





Mr. Buivex then read the first two paragraphs of the report of th 
mittee, the one referring to their retirement from the direction, the other 
ing restored to the company ; neither of these lie 
thought reflected much honour on the directors.

Mr. Bex rose to order, he thought these remarks were out of place, 
nd suggested that the report should first be taken. 

Mr. WA. .is said this was a report of the directors, or it was not—he 
ghould like to know whether Mr. Musgrave was a director. 

The Cuaraman said he was not a director, ‘he was in accordance with 
the wishes of the Somersetshire shareholders mamed by the directors to 
stand for that office, subject to the approval of the present meeting. 

In the end it was agreed upon that the report should be read. The re- 
port im itself was very brief, and expressed the regret of the directors in 
not being able to furnish one of a more favourable nature ; the ‘most un- 
favourable parts were those on the Carnhot and Hodge’s lodes, which 
arose in consequence of a slide, which however had thrown the lodes into 
amore congenial strata. To the north of Carnhot lode they had met 
with a good discovery of tin, which was set at tribute of 3s. in the 4/.— 
this, if it continued to answer their expectations, would fully compensate 
their losses, ‘The extent of levels driven was 680 fathoms, and the shaft 
work to an extent of 132 fathoms. The mining gear and machinery 
would prove available forall their operations. 

A report from Samuel Clements, of Shropshire, dated August 7, was 
read ; it gavea favourable report of the mine, and considered it a valu- 
able mineral ‘field, justifying an outlay of from 5000/. to6000/.—The state- 
ment of accounts was then presented, showing a balance from the last ac- 
count of 73991. 8s. 1d., to which added to money received on the first 
-call on 9490 shares, 4745/., made a total of 12,144/. 8s. 1d.; the dis- 
bursements were 6428/7. 13s. 2d., being the amount of monthly costs ; 
7501. for salavies; and 4500/..as the purchase-money—leaving.a debt 
due to the directors by the company of 126/. 8s. 2d. 

Mr. Bexx then moved that the report.and accounts -be adopted. 

Mr. Porter said, that considering the great stake possessed by those 
for whom ‘he attended, the felt it his duty to inquire into matters, of ‘the 
proper state of which he had some doubts ; true it-was, that the report of 
the directors was of a favourable nature, while it was equally true that 
ad reports were ‘prevalent concerning the mine, which, backed by good 
authority, gave ‘him reasons to lookmarrowly into ‘their affairs; he-did not 
wish to enter into details, indeed it was his earnest desire that all acri- 
monious feeling. should be avoided ; he would, therefore, propose at once, 
(that a committee be appointed to examine into the accounts as well as the 
state of the mine, for he saw that some errors had crept into the ‘financial 
statement, he did not mean to say they were intentional, he had:every 
reason to believe the directors to be honourable men, but he suggested

e Cuarrman said, that about a twelvemonth ago, such was the

‘have an early advantage, and at the same time to show his sincerity that 
he thought most highly of the concern, he bought the tin himself, and 
made a dividend of 10/. per cent., which amounted to 1200/., fully ex- 
‘pecting to have that sum returned him ‘by the sale ; however, the price 
‘of tin fell from'80/. to 322. per ton, which, together with the depressed 
State of the money market, had ruined ‘his ‘hopes, and with a due regard 
to the interests of the company, the directors had been only able to sell 
about 5007. worth ; ‘if he could ‘have foreseen the state of the times, he 
‘certainly would never have made the dividend ; they were indebted solely 
-to him for it, anda portion of which-now remained due. Several share-

We have, therefore, nothing more to say, than that all shareholders should 
make a point of riding in the company’s omnibusses—which, by the bye, 
are not the worst of the lot. 


NATIONAL LOAN FUND LIFE ASSURANCE SOCIETY. 
A meeting took place on Thursday, the 2Ist inst., at Worcester, for the 
urpose of establishiag here a branch of the above institution. Mr. Lamie 
Murray, the chairman of the London board, and several other influential 
gentlemen, amongst whom we noticed ‘Mr. Pierpoint, Mr. Dent, Mr. Hall, 
Mr. Hughes, Mr. Rowlands, Mr. J. W. Lea, Mr. Hood, &c., were in at- 
tendance. 

Mr. Lamiz Murray, after stating that he was happy to see men of so 
much influencermet together to investigate the merits of the institution, and 
ready, if they approved its principles, to diffuse its advantages by the in- 
fluence of ‘example—disclaimed being anxious to set forth its advantages to 
the prejudice of any of the existing forty assurance establishments. His 
great anxiety was to increase the number of assurers, by increasing the faci- 
lity of assurance; and he was quite certain, whatever success attended this 
society, the effect would be equally felt by those already established. This 
was the most enlightened view to take, and experience every day repudiated 
narrow and contracted views of rivalry. He would not enter into any argu- 
ment as to the value of life assurance. The fault he found with the present 
system was, that the number of individuals included in its benefits, compared 
to the mass of society, were so few. He believed there were about forty 
assurance companies, and the aggregate number assured for life was not 
greater than 80,000 individuals, which would give an average of 2000 persons 
for each office. This would be proved by the fact, that the Equitable had not 
more than 6000 policies for life, though the average of each policy, 2000/., 
was undoubtedly a high one; this would give to the representatives of the 
assured a sum of 12,000,000/., and he believed the funded capital of that 
establishment was about,11,000,000/. The Liw Life was another prosperous 
office, and the number of policies was about the same as the Equitable, and 
its average was 1100/. each policy. Taking all the offices, the average of 
éach policy was about 600/.; and supposing each office had 1500 policies, it 
would give it a yearly income in premiums of 35,000/. to 40,0001. a year, or 
15,000,000/. in the aggregate paid in premiums. After payment of expenses, 
and. laying by as much as would cover the risk, one-fourth, and even more, 
of this sum at least was profit, which shuwed that a small business was pro- 
fitable, and at the same time that life assurance had not reached the middle or 
productive classes. He would consider'this society a failure when established 
throughout each district if, in a given number of years, the number of poli- 
cies did not exceed that of all the existing offices put together. The middle 
classes ‘had no institution open to their savings: they could not promise 
themselves continued ability to meet the annual premium, consequently, this 
mode of providing for a family was quite debarred them. He undertook to 
say, that not one tradesman in 500—besides the number of farmers and agri- 
culturists, and other great branches of society, who were the very frame- 
work and security of the state—was assured at all. It was not because they 
were less productive than any other class ; the great exertions they made in 
all the departments of life disproved that presumption, but the reason was, 
that life assurance had not yet been brought within their compass. The pro- 
ductive classes had benefit societies and savings’ banks ; and to a certain ex- 
tent these were substitutes—but very imperfect ones—a savings’ bank was 
still better than a benefit society; in the latter, a man assured himself pro- 
vision in sickness, the expenses of a’funeral, or‘an annuity, commencing at 
an oldage. Now, the average of:a general sickness would not be two years 
of a man’s life, and such an object could, without diminishing the saving 
materially, be obtained by a savings’ bank. In respect to a deferred annuity, 
there was aprobability of a-man not reaching sixty years, and if so, a saving 
made up to that time would purchase provision for old age. Savings’ banks 
were, however, defective and inferior to this society, inasmuch as they made 
no provision for. the uncertainty of human life—while through the Loan Fund 
all the advantages of a savings’ bank was secured. Besides, he remarked, 
that accumulation went on as beneficially in an assurance society as in a 
savings’ bank; inasmuch as a man at twenty, who assured his life for 500/., 
provided he lived to his expectancy, thirty-three years would have paid, ac- 
eoriing to the tables, about 300/. in the aggregate in annual payments. 
Mr. Murray then entered into similar statements as to other ages, showing 
that in no way could a saving be made more productive than by a life as- 
surance. In continuation, he stated that all the advantages obtainable by 
benefit societies and.savings’ banks, had been combined in the present insti- 
tution, and made equally applicable to all classes. The leading advantages 
of this society were, with a life assurance, a man was protected against mis- 
fortune in his lifetime. The benefits would be made to arise both from the 
uncertainty of human affairs as well as human life. It was also available for 
the support of a man in his undertaking. ‘Causing his savings to act as a 
capital reproducing itself. This advantage sprung from the Loan Fund: a 
person assured would have as much right to draw for two-thirds of the amount 
of the premiums, as‘he would have to draw a check on his bankers. 

Mr. Prnrvornt asked if there were. any stated time at which a person as- 
sured might apply for the required loan ? 

‘Mr. Murray.—He might begin at any time after the first year. 

Mr. Dent.—<And he might then demand it ? 

Mr. Murray replied in the affirmative. Another feature of the society 
was that in'the event of negligence or inability on the part of the assured to 
pay his premiums, the society would take no advantage of this circumstance, 
fer after five payments his representatives would be entitled to receive at his 
death two-thirds of his payments, so that in no case, could a man be a loser, 
and by removing the great obstructions to Life Assurance—the fear of 
loss, any individual who could save from sixpence a-weck to 10002. a-year, 
could participate in the various benefits of this institution. Iv letin the tide 
of providence so deeply implanted in the human breast ; if society were less 

rovident it wasowing to no inherent.defect but.rather tothe want of faci- 

ity. So much had the principles of this society been approved of, that not- 
withstanding the period since its first commencement was short, they had re- 
.ceived invitations to form branch establishments under the most encouraging 
circumstances from various parts of the country. 

‘Mr. Dewr inquired whether everything in its affrirs would be open to 

.all persons who had an interest in the institution ? . 
r. Murray.—Certainly, every person who was interested in the society 
—not only proprietors but the assured Would havea right of investigating 
the assets and liabilities of the company. He.then.adverted to a feature of 
the company which ensured a local bonus to every branch. In_ order to sti- 
mmulate its exertions all the profits above the general rate of profit on the ta- 
bles would be, divided amongst those connected with that branch alone. And 
in answer to some questions on that subject, he stated that the expenses of 
the society (of which he went ‘into.a detail) were in comparison with other 
offices:very trifling, and would not.be much increased. He also adverted to 
the tables which were prepared by.Mr. Woolhouse, an actuary of.the highest 
mathematical accomplishments and:experience. : . 

After-every full discussion of the;principles of the society, the cordial ap- 
probation of the gentlemen present was expressed, and it was finally proposed 
‘that ‘a committee shouldbe formed of active ‘and influential men connected 
-with:the city, and the patronage ofthe gentlemen of the county, and those 





WEST TRESAVEAN MINING COMPANY. 


The general meeting of shareholders of this company was held at the 
City of London Tavern, on Friday, the 2%th inst. 
W.M. Tuomas, Esq., in the chair. 

The advertisement convening the meeeting having been reail, the 

Secretary proceeded to read the report as follows :— 
REPORT. 

The prospects of the West Tresavean mine, having recently assumed an 
aspect of decided improvement, by the accidental discovery of a new lode of 
copper in the forty fathom level, in Gray’s shaft, the directors can with 
confidence, assure the shareholders, that the capital expended in these works 
will prove a solid and profitable investment, e specimens of copper ore 
now produced, were taken from this lode within the last week. Another 
copper lode is alsoin the same shaft, and it will form a junction with the new 
lode, in sinking only six feet deeper; ‘and by driving a level ten fathoms 
north of this shaft, another large copper lode will be intersected. Three 
copper lodes, therefore, adjacent to each other will be opened, and worked 
by the assistance of one steam-engine. 

The stones of tin now presented are from Suters’ lode, in the westernpart 
of the mine, distant about half a mile west of Gray's engine shaft. The 
lode in the south part of the mine is very large, and although seen only at 
the trifling depth of six fathoms from the surface, it exhibits the strongest 
indications both of tin and copper. In orider to work these lodes with effect, 
it will be necessary to erect an ecgine of furty-five or fifty-inch cylinder.

Another company are me- 
ditating a railway from Bridgend, up the Ogmore and the Garw, to Brach- 
Cymmar.—Merthyr Guardian. 

Lonpon AND Birm1nGHAM Raitway.—The average number of work- 
men employed on the line during the early part of the present summer 
was about 12,000, and the weekly expenditure of the company about 
40,0007. The quantity of eaith excavated will be about sixteen millions 
of cubic yards. The weight of iron in the rails and chains forming the 
line of way will be 38,000 tons. There will be 290,000 stone blocks of 
four cubic feet each, and 75,000 of five cubic feet each, being together 
1,535,000 cubic feet, or 105,000 tons of stone under the cast-iron chains 
or pedestals which support the rails, and exclusively of any used in the 
bridges, tunnels, &c. Stone, however, is used only in the excavations. 


AccipENT ON THE NEWCASTLE AND CaruisLE Raitway.—A dis- 
tressing accident occurred between six and seven o’clock on Sunday even- 
ing last. Mr. Taylor, the guard, who has acted in that capacity since the 
railway opened, as the train was returning to Newcastle, unfortunately 
took his stand on tlie step projecting from the side of one of the carriages 
instead of going intoit. He was in conversation with Mr. Surtees Irwin, 
the company’s agent at the Redheugh station, who was also standing on 
the step, when in a moment he came in contact with the frame-work of 
Derwent-bridge, by which he was crushed to death. Mr. Irwin, strange 
to say, escaped with very slight injury, and is scarcely conscious how- 
The probability seems to be that it was owing to his being much less cor- 
pulent than Taylor, and on that account not exposed to collision with the 
bridge. —Tyne Mercury. 

Raitway Accipent.—A few days since,-as a heavily laden luggage 
train was proceeding along the railroad from Liverpool to Manchester, it 
came in contact with a steam-engine with such violence that the latter 
was almost entirely destroyed. Both engines were thrown across the rail- 
road so as to obstruct it completely. The engineer was thrown from his 
seat and considerably bruised. A number of pigs were in the luggage 
train, and several of them were killed. The accident occurred about nine 
miles from Liverpool. 

Lonpon anp BirmincHaM Rarroap.—On Wednesday morning 
the large engines at the engine-house, near Chalk-farm, commenced 
working the trains of carriages on the line from ‘Euston-grove to the en- 
gine-honse, a distance of upwards of one mile, by large ropes, which wind 
up the heavy trains from the engine-house’to, Euston-grove in three mi- 
nutes and a half. The ropes run on large wheels, strongly fixed in the 
ground. On the 10th of October the line of works will be opened to 
Tring, a further distance of eight and a half miles.

In our Journal of last week we directed attention, at some 
length, to a subject of considerable interest to the miners of Corn- 
wall—the increasing importations of foreign copper ores for stnelt- 
ing in this country; and we also stated our reasons for believing 
both the improbability and the inefficacy of a return to the restric_ 
tive system, which is advocated by some as the only means of 
avoiding those evils which are thus threatened to our own copper 
mines. The view of the subject we then gave is not, we fear, in 
accordance with that of many of our mining friends, but we stil] 
feel that a comprehensive review of all the circumstances of the | 
ease, can lead to no other result than the one at which we have 
arrived; and we conceive that a correct view of our real position 
will be of far greater actual benefit to the parties interested, than 
opinions, which, though more flattering to their pre-conceived 
ideas, are partial only, and are not thoroughly borne out by a fulj 
examination into facts. 

We now direct attention to a letter, inserted in another column, 
in which our views are commented upon in no very measured 
terms by a correspondent, although, as we shall have occasion to 
show, they do not appear to have been well understood by the 
writer ; nor has he brought forward any arguments which prove 
them to be erroneous. Setting aside, however, any difference of 
opinion which may exist on the subject, we are glad to find that it 
has thus begun to excite the attention which it deserves, and we 
shall most readily give insertion to the comments and opinions of 
ur various correspondents in Cornwall and elsewhere, whether 
they agree with our own sentiments or not; the only object which 
we have in view, being to bring the subject in question fairly under 
the notice of the British copper miner, as being closely connected 
with his welfare—to have it fully and freely discussed in our 
columns—and thus to arrive at a correct conclusion with regard to 
the position in which we stand, and the line of conduct which is 
thus rendered desirable to be adopted. 

As some of our correspondent’s remarks tend to impugn the 
views we have advanced, in a manner which is equally uncourteous 
and unjust, we shall offer a few observations in our own defence, 
previously to entering“upon the more important matter under con- 
sideration. Our correspondent observes — “ Your idea of the 
Mexican or American miner getting his coals from Belgium, is 
“ far-fetched’ indeed, and I can hardly think you intended to 
be serious when making this ludicrous observation.” Now, it 


happens that our idea (as will be seen by referring to the 
article) was, not that the foreign miner would “ get his coals 
from Belgium,” but that he would send his ores there, as he now 
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“ludicrous” can only apply to the erroneous construction which 
has most unaccountably been put upon our meaning—in this case 
it would be suitably used indeed. We would also ask, whether 
our correspondent is “ serious” when he speaks of the “ Mexican 
miner” sending to Europe for coals—does he not know that the 
only ores at present produced in that country, in any quantity, are 
those of silver, more than three-fourths of which are reduced, not 
by smelting, but by amalgamation ? 
Our correspondent observes, that “if our arguments are well- 
founded, it is difficult to account for the conduct of the proprietors 
of the foreign mines, in not smelting their ores at home, and 
thereby avoiding all the trouble, risk, and expense of sending them 
here.” We must really refer him again to the article which he 
undertakes to criticise, without appearing to ‘have read with even 
common attention: he will there find the solution to this profound 
remark, in the following words :—*“ In those countries where vir- 
gin deposits of copper have recently been worked, coal is compara- 
tively scarce, and, for wantfof good communications, limited to a 
few spots in its applications and uses.” Here, then, we believe the 
reason is assigned why the foreign miner does not “ smelt his ores 
at home,” without any necessity for further explanation. The 
writer continues—“ How ill-advised they (the foreign mine owners) 
must have been when they made such mighty efforts, and put 
themselves to such immense expense in obtaining the Act of Par- 
liament for this purpose,” or allowing their ores to be smelted in 
this country. We must confess we do not see any cause for the 
surprise which is here expressed, at what appears to us to be a 
very simple and intelligible affair. Coal being scarce in Cuba and 
Chili, and “ Great Britain being (to quote our own words) pecu- 
liarly enriched with this mineral,” it seems very natural that the 
foreign miner, having all the world to choose from, should give the 
preference to this country, and make strenuous exertions to be 
allowed the privilege of smelting here, not because this was the 
only country where coal for smelting could be obtained, but because 
the advantages of economy and convenience were greater here 
than elsewhere. ‘To draw an illustration from a very simple and 
very analogous case, we may ask, why do foreigners purchase cot- 
tons from Manchester, cutlery from Sheffield, or hardware from 
Birmingham ?—articles which are, and can be, manufactured in so 
many other countries besides our own. The answer is obvious— 
the preference is given, not because these goods can only be ob- 
tained in England, but because they can be had better or cheaper 
here than anywhere else. Suppose, however, the supply were to 
be prevented for a time, would foreigners forego the use of these 
articles— most certainly not, they would speedily obtain them from 
other quarters, although, no doubt, at a somewhat greater cost 
than they had been accustomed to. 
Our correspondent proceeds—“ But, seriously, whatever advan- 
tage the foreign miner gains by smelting his ores in England, 
is evidently so much injury inflicted on the British miner.” We 
are really glad at length to find a sentiment in which we can con- 
cur—and in the general truth of this remark we fully agree. It is 
because we foresee a threatened evil to the British miner, and from 
being desirous, as far as possible, to prevent it, that we have re- 
peatedly directed attention to the subject in question, and that we 
penned those “ extraordinary remarks,” which have formed the 
subject of Mr. BupGe’s still more “ extraordinary” communica- 
tion. We are as anxious for the welfare of the British miner as 
himself; and if we differ in our views as to the manner of pro- 
moting it, the reason, we suspect, is only because we have given 
rather more attention to the subject, and looked at it in a more 
general point of view than he has done. 
Agreeing in the above opinion, however, it must still be kept in 
view that the competition which now threatens the British miner, 
has arisen out of a great and uncontrollable train of events,as we last 
week pointed out, and it is vain and illusory to suppose that an 
Act of Parliament can set it aside. This is seen, most clearly seen 
by Government, and we should really be sorry to have any such hope- 
less application from the Mining interest, as to keep the foreign mi- 
ner “from smelting in the British dominions,” unless it could be 
clearly shown (which our correspondent has not attempted) that the 
operation could only be performed elsewhere ata cost, rendering com- 
petition with British copper impossible, and that the foreign mines 
would be stopped, or their produce greatly reduced in consequence. 
Our correspondent observes, that “‘the paramount advantage to the 
foreign miner in sencing his ores to this country to be smelted, we 
have, either purposely or inadvertently, omitted altogether.” With 
what justice this remark is made we are at a loss to conceive; for this 
advantage, although not stated in express terms, is clearly implied 
throughout the article in question. We would not at all under- 
rate the advantages in smelting, of mixing the rich foreign ores 
with the poorer ones of Cornwall, on which Mr. BupGe lays much 
stress; but we would certainly ask him, what reason there is that 
similar benefits might not be obtained by fluxes of the most 
common nature, which are abundant in all countries, and these 
would soon be ascertained and used for the purpose, were it neces- 
sary to make the experiment. We have now examined at sufficient 
length those parts of our correspondent’s letter which contain the 
grave accusation of “ wielding the powerful and dangerous weapon 
placed in our hands, in a manner calculated to prevent a nationally 
important and beneficial object from being carried into effect.” 
We have said enough to prove that this charge has been made 
without any consideration, and only supported by the most meagre 
argument; and we now turn from this specimen of, we doubt 
not sincere, but, at the same time, most ill-judged and incon- 
clusive logic, to consider the important subject in question as 
regards its general bearing on the mining interest. 
That the foreign copper ores, if excluded from this country, 
would be smelted elsewhere, and the copper brought into the 
market as abundantly as at present, although at a rather higher 
cost,§ is unfortunately a fact that cannot be controverted—the 
truth is evident, nor does our correspondent undertake to dis- 
prove this essential point, although of vital importance to his 
argument- Not only is coal (the principal requisite) abundant in

British copper is now known all over the world, and in mog 
of the foreign markets is in great demand—a circumstance which 
is essential to the consumption of the immense quantity of this me. 
tal which we annually“produce, and consequently to the prosperity, 
oralmost, indeed, tothe existence of our mines. Were supplies of this 
metal to spring up in other quarters, as undoubtedly would be the 
case, we fear that a complete change in the foreign markets would 
be the result, producing, in all probability, much greater injury to 
our mines than those which can arise under the present state of 
things. 

While we would give up, therefore, all idea of affording protee, 
tion to the British minér, by excluding foreign ores from this 
country,asa measure hopeless, in a political point of view, and utterly 
incapable of producing the desired result, could it even be obtain- 
ed; we will not say but what some other course may be adopted 
for this purpose, both less objectionable in itself, and more condu. 
cive to the ultimate prosperity of our mines. Might not a certain 
duty be imposed upon all foreign ores brought here to be smelted, 
the amount being such as still to give us the preference of smelt. 
ing, and the sole supply of our usual markets, while it tended, 
at the same time, in some measure, to equalise the price of fo. 
reign and British copper? We throw out this idea merely as 4 
suggestion for the consideration of our readers, and shall be 
happy to receive their views as to what measures can best be taken 
for the advantage and protection of the British miner. Some. 
thing, if possible, we would wish to see done, although, as we 
have before observed, our chief dependence is in the skill and 
energy of the British miner—it is for this reason we have so strongly 
directed public attention tothe subject, and if we are opposed to 
the favourite idea of some of our friends, it is only because we are 
convinced both of the impolicy and inefficacy of the measure 
which they advocate, and of the danger to themselves of acting 
upon any such narrow and partial views. 

We have only space to direct attention co a letter, signed “ Men. 
caTor,” which we have just received, and which contains some 
strong additional arguments in support of our view of the subject.

The “ British Tin Mining Company” have had another meeting 
(for they meet regularly every fortnight), and we regret to say, that 
all our recommendations ,and all the common sense possessed by 
the “movement” party, whether directors or committee, do not 
appear to have had any effect, as the division of parties (although 
we believe many points have been conceded on both sides), is a8 
strong as ever. We have devoted some space, in another part of 
our columns, to some remarks of a correspondent, and there we 


leave it—having only to observe, that those who protract the set-

METAL MARKET. 

We extract the following remarks on the state of the metal market 
from the Birmingham Advertiser, although we do not perfectly agree in 
the deductions drawn :— 

This market has been for some time past, aud still is in, a very unsettled 
state; owlng, in some degree, to the difficulties of the times, and the con- 
sequent interruption to which business has been subject for many months 

st. It however gives us pleasure to report some alteration for the 

etter; a little improvement in trade is now being experienced. With 
the appearance of returning confidence a few months will, we trust, restore 
things to their usual healthy and active state. Almost all metals have 
risen in price, and possess a tendency to advance, although, it is to be 
hoped, that the advance will not be too rapid, so as to cause interruption to 
the execution of the orders in hand, 

CorperR.—Although the state of the standard should raise the price of 
copper considerably, to remunerate the smelter, yet, for some time past, it 
has remained stationary; and this is to be accounted for by the little de- 
mand for the article, the price for many months past, with a rising standard, 
having been 82s.; tile cake, 84s.; best selected, 86s.; but although no re- 
guiar agreed advance has taken place, yet improved prices are quoted, and 
tile copper cannot, we hear, now be purchased lower than 85s. ; in fact, very 
little stock of this article is in the hands of the agents, and better prices 
have been obtained in other markets. TiN has risen, with a prospect of con- 
tinuing to advance, At the late large sale of Foreign tin, Straights fetched 
70s.; and Banca was bought in at 75s. For many months back common 
blocks have been quoted at 81s.; Ingots, 81s. 10d.; bars, 83s.; refined, 
86s., six months ; but the quotation now is 92s. common blocks; bars, 94s.; 
refined, 98s. ; this rapid rise, it is feared, will rather be injurious to business 
if it be retained ; for although trade is somewhat improved, yet it will be a 
considerable time before the demand for auy of the metals will authorise 
much advance. If, as was the case about this time last year, the tin smel- 
ters should attempt to force up the price beyond its reasonable remunerating 
value and demand, the quotations must sufler the same reduction as they 
did then, for the prices sent out of manufactured articles, will not allow the 
maufacturer to execute orders but at a loss. Spre.Ter is heavy of sale, 
and declining in price. It may be purchased in bond at from 141. to 141, 10s. 





BRITISH TIN MINING COMPANY. 

We have received the following communication from a correspondent, 
asa summary of the late proceedings of this company. We have made 
some brief remarks elsewhere. We admit there is some reason in the 
arguments of our correspondent, although he evidently is wedded to his 
Own opinion. 

A committee was appointed to draw up the future regulations of the company. 
They were submitted to a meeting of shareholders, read, and received by 
them, and entered on the minutes ; they were left open to confirmation for the 
next meeting, no opposition or discussion having taken place on their re- 
ception. The subsequent meeting took place, of course to confirm or not to 
confirm regulations previously unanimously received, subject however to 
any alterations that might be suggested and adopted by the shareholders. 
No opposition manifesting itself, it was duly moved. and seconded, ‘‘ That 
the regulations previously received be adopted and confirmed.’’ 

A shareho!der moved as an amendment, that a string of resolutions which 
he produced from his pocket, be adopted in their stead. It was contended, 
that it was incompetent to put such an amendment ; the meeting af.er much 
discussion and confusion adjourned for a fortnight. It again met. The 
original resolution and the amendment stood precisely on their original 
merits. The amendment was put, and lost by a | majority, fifteen for, 
and twenty-five against it. A ballot was demanded by the friends of the 
amendment, and it was contended by them, that the business of the day was 
concluded, that it was incompetent and illegal to proceed. 

The shareholders thought otherwise, and an amendment was immediately 
carried, ‘‘ That the resolution of the committee should be submitted to the 
meeting seriatim, for adoption and confirmation.’’ Seven shareholders with. 
drew, and sent in a protest against the legality of all further proceedings— 
about thirty-five remained. 

The resolutions were gone through, and underwent much consideration and 
some alterations, and were in that state approved and confirmed, and ordered 
to be acted on forthwith. The meeting proceeded to the election of the 
cractame, the others having resigned and remained in only until fresh were 

ected. 

Now it is submitted, that every thing done subsequent to the negativing 
of the amendment, was perfectly regular, whilst all the irregularity originated 
with the amendment, whieh ought not to have been put from the chair. If 
the object had been to get the other regulations into existence, their reception 
should have been moved, and if carried, then an adjournment proposed to 
examine both, or a committee appointed to do so—but even this course it is 
apprehended would have been Cregetar. The only one open was (the busi- 
ness of the day being to confirm, approve, or otherwise, the regulations al- 
ready received and entered on the minutes) for those favourable to the amend- 
ment, to negative the confirmation of the committee's regulations, and that 
being done the field would have been open to move the reception of the new, 
leaving the confirmation to a future meeting—this was not done, and the 
course that was pursued from its great i larity is without effect. A code 
of laws, not received, not entered on the minutes—proposed by a single in- 
dividual—to be attempted to be “crammed down the throats of the share- 
holders, at a single meeting, and to displace those prepared by a committee, 
received by the shareholders, and enteredon the books, was thus attempted 
not only to be got rid of, but supplanted by others.’’ It is clear they could be 
Bot rid of, if not confirmed, and then fresh ones intioduced, but they could 
not be got rid of and supplanted at the same time by one move. What was 
done should have been first undone, before the place occupied by the com- 
mittee’s regulations could be supplanted by those of an individual whose 
regulations had no locus standi until received--if this be correct, no ballot 
can take effect. 

The election of directors was, however, perfectly correct—if a ballot being 
demanded, precluded going inte the question of ey the committee’s 

laws, it could only keep that question open or doubtful, because undecided, 
but could not interfere with the other business of the day. The election of 
the new directors was beyond all cavil, perfectly regular, and it will be for 
them to consider whether effect shall be given to the demand of a ballot on 
& question which ought not to have been put, but which was negatived by a 
triumphant majority. 

Can laws be adopted tory to reception? and if not, could that be 
done by a side wind which could not be accomplished in a straight forward 
manner? If, however, this could have been under ordinary circumstances, 
the existence of the committee’s rules must have presented a difficulty, and 

must have been removed prior to the introduction of the new.

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FOREIGN COPPER ORES. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE MINING JOURNAL, 

Sin,—In reading the leading article in your paper of the 23d instant, 
I was surprised at finding your opinion respecting the introduction of fo- 
reign copper ores into this kingdom, so utterly at variance with that of 
all the many intelligent men who I have heard discuss the subject. 

Really, Sir, if your arguments are well founded, it is difficult to ac- 
count for the conduct of the proprietors of these foreign mines, in not 
smelting their ores at home, and thereby avoiding all the trouble, risk, 
and expense of sending it here ; and how ill-advised they must have been 
when they made such mighty efforts and put themselves to such im- 
mense expense in obtaining the Act of Parliament for this purpose! But 
seriously ; whatever advantage the foreign miner gains by smelting his 
ores in England is evidently so much injury inflicted on the British 
miner. This is a truth that requires no argument to prove, and which no 
sophistry can set aside. Your idea of the Mexican or American miner 
getting his coals from Belgium is ‘‘ far-fetched ’’ indeed, and I can hardly 
think you intended to be serious when making this ludicrous observation. 
As I have no doubt but your extraordinary remarks will be replied to by 
persons much better acquainted with the subject than I am, my commu- 
nication will be short. You are aware that there is avery general deter- 
mination throughout this country to use all. the necessary means for ob- 
taining legislative relief or protection in this matter, and with sanguine 
hopes of success ; and I am sorry to see you wield the powerful and dan- 
gerous weapon placed in your hands, in a manner calculated to prevent 
this nationally important and beneficial object from being carried into 
effect. ‘Che paramount advantage to the foreign miner in sending his 
ores to this country to be smelted, you have either purposely or inadvert- 
ently omitted altogether. The saving in freight to him by sending the 
ore to the coals, instead of being obliged to bring the coals to the ore, is 
enormous, as it will require five or six tons of coals to smelt one ton of 
this foreign rich ore ; but this privilege (great as it is) is trifling when 
compared with the vast benefit they derive from the facility afforded them 
of obtaining British ores to smelt with their own ; and you will find on 
inquiry that it would cost the foreigner double the price to smelt his ores 
alone, than when mixed with a proportion of Cornish ores, and in the for- 
mer case the metal will be, comparatively, very inferior. 

In conclusion, I beg you to take these hasty remarks into your candid 
consideration, and obtain from your numerous resources full and authentic 
information on this vital subject, when I am persuaded you will no longer 
be an advocate for the continuance of a system, so fraught with evil (as 
by your own declaration it is), to that large and valuable portion of the 
community, whose legitimate rights you are morally bound to defend to 
the utmost of your power. Let the foreign miner buy our ore or coals if 
he pleases, but keep him off from smelting in the British dominions, and 
then see if we cannot compete with him either at home or abroad.

Sir,—The article on foreign copper ores, in your Number of the 23rd 

inst., is written with your usual ability, but at the same time permit me 
to observe, that there are other arguments which you have omitted to put 
prominently forward, which would, if necessary, much strengthen your 
position. 
The copper ores sent from South America to this country, are almost 
entirely on British account, the result of British enterprise, and in ex- 
change for our manufacturers of cotton, linen, silk, earthenware, hard- 
ware, &c. Suppose this government to be so foolishly blind, as to repeal 
the permission to smelt foreign copper ores in this country, what would 
be the result? The South American Governments would reciprocate 
upon us, by levying high duties on our manufactures--the consumption 
be reduced—the merchants have their means of obtaining returns very 
seriously diminished—the money paid for insurance lost to our under- 
writers—and British shipping be deprived of the high home freights they 
are now receiving, of from 5/. to 7/. per ton (for the year ending in June 
last the amount paid for freight alone on copper ores, was nearly 70,0007.) 
But the prohibition would not produce the effect desired by our English 
mine proprietors ; the stimulus being given to the working of the foreign 
mines, they cannot be stopped by any enactments of ours—the owners 
would again sinelt their own ores which they used to do to a certain ex- 
tent, and export the copper; or, as you state, ship their ores to Belgium 
or America for reduction, and thus England would not only lose the 
various large benefits on the transaction, but foreigners would, with the 
copper so produced, put us out of the markets abroad, and our mine pro- 
prietors have solely to look for a vent for their copper in the home coa- 
sumption.

S1r,—I read with a considerable degree of pleasure your remarks in 
last week’s paper on the subject of Ireland, and the public undertakings 
in that country ; and observing that you particularly direct attention to 
the ‘* Dublin and Kilkenny Railway,”’ as one of those likely (whilst it con- 
fers a great benefit on Ireland) to remuneratethose who embark capital in 
it, allow me to offer a few remarks on this project.

EASTERN COUNTIES RAILWAY. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE MINING JOURNAL. 

S1r,—Your correspondent, who considerately styles himself ‘‘Aristides,”’ 
appears to me to be wrong in his law, and certainly much more so in the 
general principles contained in his letter, relative to the agreement between 
the projectors of the Eastern Counties Railway and certain disinterested gen- 
tlemen—Lord Petre and Mr. Labouchere. I cannot, inthe first place, help 
admiring Mr. “ Aristides’ ’’ principle as applied to public questions. With 
what warmth does he expose the iniquity of the Eastern Counties Com- 
pany in daring to object to, what, by his own account, appears to be rather 
an usurious bargain—taken at the worst, a purchase of certain gentlemen’s 
undue influence at an exorbitant price, to the loss and damage of the 
public. But, Sir, leaving aside for a moment the law of the question, 
which is certainly questionable, how can the broad principles of justice, 
of public right, be brought into the argument, as justifying the bargain 
sought to be enforced? In what situation are the proprietors of the land 
placed? It appears to be allowed, even by Mr. ‘‘Aristides,’’ that the agree- 
ment was wrongful and oppressive to the public and proprietors; but, 
says “ Aristides the just,” a bargain’s a bargain—and this seems the gist 
of his argument ; and, therefore, because a portion of the proprietors, 
whether projectors or directors, or by whatever name they may go, have 
made this same bargain, it must be enforced, however indefensible. : 

Now, Sir, I do not understand this mode of reasoning : the question is, 
whether, in point of character and honesty (as your correspondent has 
placed it) this agreement be justifiable? Let us, then, inquire what is 
the effect upon the public welfare and the general good of such bargains 
as these. It is laid down by our best moralists, and by the great phi- 
losophers of ancient times, that every thing which is harmful and destruc- 
tive of the general welfare is immoral and to be avoided, but that the be- 
neficial or useful are in themselves just and honourable, and to be pur- 
sued. Quicquid enim justum sit, id etiam utile esse censent ; itemque 
quod honestum, idem justum. Ex quo efficitur, ut quicquid honestum 
sit, idem sit utile. Now, Sir, from this admirable maxim let us try the 
worth and honesty which, according to ‘Aristides the just,’’ so appro- 
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I, as a plain man, understand the affair to be simply this: these two 
gentlemen having agreed for the guid pro quo, undertake to support or 
not to oppose a certain line of railway—the converse of the agreement 
being, that if they do not become sensible of the soft persuasive argument, 
that they will oppose the aforesaid railway, tooth and nail. Now, Sir, 
I take it that this or any similar railway is likely to be a great public 
good—thus, when completed, it will increase the comforts and wealth of 
the districts through which it passes, bringing to them a tide of trade and 
traffic like a fertilising stream, whose banks are the first and most natural 
resort of the industry of man. But, this plan, so good in itself, is to be 
opposed. Public principle, established rights, every thing lead the worthy 
proprietors to oppose it. And why do they change their opinions ?—For 
a consideration. This ‘‘ Aristides the just’’ does not attempt to deny— 
this is his justice, his honesty, and character ; and this, which the uncivil 
might call more than a job, is theagreementse binding on the consciences 
of the Eastern Counties Railway Conrpany, that it would be worse than 
sacrilege to dream of withstanding it. With these remarks I think I 
may leave the general justice of the case to the consideration of yourself 
and the public, who, perhaps, like some other innocent people, may think 
it a little hard that they should not only have to fork out the extra cash, 
but moreover be half suspected of dishonesty for not altogether liking to 
give, as was the shameful subject of trial a few days ago, five or six 
thousand pounds for what ajury estimated at alout three thousand—and 
that an exorbitant sum. 

Now, Sir, with respect to the law of the case, I have simply to observe, 
that the decision of the Lord Chancellor is opposed to preceding autho- 
rities, approved of by the best lawyers. A court of equity is not inclined 
to support any agreement against those not directly parties to it, which is 
in its nature wrongful or partaking of the nature of a fraud. The case of 
Simpson v. Howden, 1 Keen 583, which is similar to that under dis- 
cussion, in principle is this :—In this case there was an agreement between 
the projectors of a railway and Lord H., that he should withdraw his 
opposition to their bill for establishing it according to a certain line, and 
that the proprietors should pay him certain sums by way of compensation 
for the injury his land would sustain, and use their best endeavours to 
preserve a direction from the original line in the next session of Par- 
liament. The proprietors filed a bill to have the agreement delivered up 
to be cancelled, as being contrary to public policy, and it was decided 
that such an agreement was contrary to public policy and illegal. 

Again, what power have the projectors of a railway, supposing the 
agreement to be good against themselves, to bind the funds of the com- 
pany, unless by express contract? Was there an acknowledged and 
open understanding on the point? They had better have put it on the 
face of the bill—it would have read beautifully in the preamble, fully 
bearing out ‘‘ Aristides’)’’{notions of the primaryjustice and equity of the 
transaction, and predisposing the House to sanction the honourable 
understanding.

Srr,—In addressing you last week on the subject of the dispute be- 
tween the directors of the above company and Lord Petre aud Mr. 
Labouchere, my object was to direct public attention to the matter, as 
involving the question whether any set of men, putting themselves pro- 
minently forward before the public as directors of a public coinpany, would, 
or ought to be allowed, to repudiate as ‘‘ not binding on them, either in 
honour or in justice,’’ certain agreements, on the faith of which they had 
been permitted to obtain their Act of Incorporation? This, my single, 
and [ think I may call it legitimate object, has been attained to a manner 
and to an extent, which though I neither expected or promoted, I have no 
desire to quarrel with, as I have no desire to be offended at. The unex- 
pected appearance of my letter ‘ the Times, and other London journals, 
has, however, imposed on me ‘ic necessity of addressing you again thus 
early. A letter, bearing the signature of ‘ Civis,’’ a large shareholder in 
the undertaking, appeared in the Times of Monday last, which calls for 
some passing remarks. 

The greater part of the letter I am not called upon to notice. Entire 
stranger as J am to Lord Petre and Mr. Labouchere, it would amount to 
more than mere presumption in me to offer a syllable in the way of 
answer or denial to the charges of deception, &c., made against his Lord- 
ship, or to the insinuation of cupidity against him and Mr. Labouchere. 
I may, however,‘observe in passing, that the charges and insinuations ap- 
pear to me to carry on the face of them their own refutation. 

‘* Civis,’’ after quoting in the ‘ ingenious style of the company’s 
office,’’a part of my statement of the matter in dispute, is made to say, by 
those under whose dictation he writes, that ‘' the case as it really stands 
is the reverse of all this,’’—unhappily, however, for poor ‘ Civis ’’ and his 
assertion, the evidence with which be is furnished in corroboration of it, 
goes not a whit further than to the inference that the directors, instead of 
making, received the proposal—and instead of devising, approved the 
scheme for the ‘ variation line;’’ and that having received and approved 
of the proposal and scheme, they only adopted and acted upon them as 
their own! Of the full weight of this very ‘* ingenious,”’ if not ‘ inge- 
nuous”’ distinction, ] have no inclination to deprive the directors ! 
“* Civis,’’ growing bold as he proceeds, next talks of Lord Petre’s having, 
by a deceptive suggestion, ‘‘ misled !’’ ‘* deceived !!’’ ‘ betrayed!!!” 
the honest unsuspecting projectors, and in a tone of affected indignation, 
he is made to ask, ‘“‘ Are the directors then to blame?” ‘ Are they 
for this to be stigmatised as men without honour and justice?’”’ Good 
honest ‘‘ Civis!’’ he s2ems to think that my mere hint, that certain letters 
might lead to the belief that his friends entertaived ‘‘ no very exalted 
notions of honour or justice,’’ is equivalent to stigmatising them as 
‘* men without honour and justice ;’’ and perhaps, in this instance, he 
is not so very wrong, at all events, ‘ Qui capit, &c.’’ But ‘ Civis’’ is 
at length warmed up to say. they (the directors) desire to know by what 
principles of honour or justice a contract is to be entirely binding on 
one side, cnd not at all on the other. Poor simple ‘‘ Civis!’? Why this 
is in substance (though a little twisted by the company’s official ‘‘ in- 
genuity’’) my own question. I asked by what principle of honour or 
justice can the contract, which has been allowe! to be so far binding as 
that the full benefit of it has been actually received from one side, be all 
at once repudiated as ‘ not at all binding on the other?’ Do ‘ Civis’’ 
get your directors to give an ‘‘ ingenuous”’ (not ingenious) answer to this 
question, and the public, as well as ‘‘ Aristides,’’ will be satisfied. 

One more point in “ Civis’ ” letter 1 must advert to ; ‘‘ Civis’” having 
sacceeded so well in morals, is now tempted to try his pen inlaw. He 
is actually made to say, that ‘‘ The case of Edwards v. 'The Grand Junc- 
tion Railway Company,’ cited by “ Aristides,’’ has no earthly analogy to 
the present! Poor ‘ Civis!’’ These are hard anddangerous words te be put 
into his mouth! J will not, however, fix on ‘‘ Civis’’ the shame of having 
attempted a deliberate falsification of the real points of the easé ; ‘ per- 
haps it is only another instance of the company’s official ingenuity !’’ 
Instead of the case cited by me having no analogy at all to the present, 
there is not only analogy in substance, but there is almost perfect analogy 
in detail. The first was, I think, sufficiently shown in my last—the other 
shall be shown by “ evidence which admits of no dispute.’”’ A great 
part of the argument of counsel on the part of the railway company, as 
reported by Mylne and Craig, is in this strain—‘‘ private and not public 
advantage was the actuating motive of the plaintiffs—they attempted 
to extort, by the threat of opposition, a sum of money—they entrepped, 
[{deceived, betrayed], Mr. Moss (the company’s agent) into an agree- 
ment, the terms of which were unreasonable and oppressive, and which 
they only used as an instrument for enabling them through the medium 
of the Court of Chancery, to exact a large sum as the price of their con- 
senting to forego its stipulations. The agreement is also described as a 
fraud on the shareholders, a cruel injustice on them, &c.’’ And yet in 
the face of all this, the Lord Chancellor does not hesitate to say, ‘‘ As the 
company stand in the place of the projectors, they cannot repudiate the 
arrangements, upon the faith of which all opposilion to them obtaining 
their powers was withheld.” 

Here, much as I may regret that the property (?) of ‘ Civis’* and other 
‘large shareholders,”’ may be depreciated by the promulgation of this 
judgment of the Lord Chancellor, still I cannot but rejoice as one of the 
public, at this instance of sound sterling justice.
